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Accident claims three lives

A one-vehicle accident 
claimed the lives of three 
Hickman residents on Saturday 
afternoon, Sept. 29 around 3 
p.m. According to Fulton County 
Sheriff Bobby Hopper, who 
worked the scene with Deputy 
Sheriff John Amberg, a 2001 
Chevy Tahoe was traveling East 
on Hwy 94, east of Hwy 311, 
where the accident occurred. 
Those perishing in the accident 


were Anthony Bledsoe, 32, 
Marcus Winters, 41, and O’Mar 
Buchanan, 35. 

“The Tahoe was traveling 
at a high rate of speed when 
it left the roadway after the 
driver, Bledsoe, lost control, 
hitting a tree sideways,” stated 
Sheriff Hopper. “All three 
individuals were trapped inside 
the vehicle.” 

“The tree was actually in 
the center of the vehicle. The 
vehicle could not be pulled off 


the tree by the wrecker,” added 
Amberg. “The vehicle had to be 
cut into pieces before the vehicle 
was pulled from the tree. 

“The tree was approximately 
18” to 20” in diameter and 
was pulled from the ground 
and most all limbs broken 
off of the stump at impact,” 
continued Amberg. “There 
was no indication of anything 
that would have caused the

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Hot, dry summer produces bumper pecan crop

“It looks like we are going 
to have a bumper crop,” stated 
Hickman pecan farmer, James 
Black. “Some of the tree limbs 
are so full of pecans, they are 
being pulled down toward the 
ground. 

Black, 78, a Hickman native, 
has been farming and learning 
about pecans since before he 
graduated from school. “There 
is always something to learn 
about them,” he added. “It’s like 
‘eye candy’ when you see the 
limbs so full, like they are this 
year.” 

On Thursday, Sept. 27, as 
Black drove around the 30- 
acre pecan grove across from 
Helena he named the varieties 
of pecans he grows. With at 
least 500 different varies of 
pecans, Black grows a handful 
of them in that one grove and 
the eight or nine more that he 
has scattered throughout Fulton 
and Hickman counties and 
one in nearby Obion County,

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Tenn. Some of Black’s favorite 
varieties include Green River, 
Major, Mahan, and even Money 
Makers. 

This year, a variety that he 
planted about six years ago, the 
Pawnee is the tree he found a 
cluster of eight pecans. Normally 
pecans grow in clusters of three 
or four and Black discovered 
some clusters of eight on these 
trees that survived the frost of 
2007 and the flood of 2012. 

Focated down near the 
upper bottom, the pecan trees 
sometimes die off because of 
the tendency for that area to 
have lots of water on it. “The 
pecans will drown if it gets to 
wet,” explained Black. 

Many of the older trees in 
the pecan grove on Hwy 94 
just outside of Hickman were 
grafted. Grafting joins one 
part of a tree to another. The 
rootstock is the portion of the 
tree with roots attached, and 
the scion is the part that’s being 
attached to the rootstock. 

Black knows all about 


grafting and says that Roscoe 
Stone, who once owned the 
land that Black now owns, hand 
a hand in experimental grafting 
right here in Fulton County. An 
article online by the Kentucky 
Agricultural Extension Service 
and Experiment Station explains 
exactly what Roscoe did during 
the spring of 1938. 

It says, “Grafting 
demonstration of seedling Omg 
pecans in Fulton County, on the 
farm of the late Roscoe Stone, 
near Hickman. A 30-acre river 
bottom field adjacent to the 
main highway was selected for 
this commercial demonstration. 
The field had been planted to 
cotton in 1933, but since that 
date had been in pasture and 
had gradually been growing, 
grow up to brush and woods. 
Among these, many seedling 
pecan trees and sprouts were 
growing, ranging in age from 3 
to 12 years, and evenly scattered 
over the area.

Lowering expenses while raising test 
scores is school board’s ultimate goal

Items discussed by the 
Fulton County School Board 
last Thursday include recent 
figures published by the 
Bluegrass Institute ranking 
Fulton County Schools, the 
vacant school board seat in 
District 1, and weekly grade 
check procedures for athletes. 

After reading a couple of news 
articles during the last couple of 
weeks school board member 
Fynn Grissom asked to discuss 
the Bluegrass Institute’s recent 
ranking of Kentucky schools. 
“They have been ranking schools 
based on how much money they 
spend per pupil and what their 


ACT scores are,” he said. The 
first article he read mentioned 
how well Graves County did in 
the state. They are ranked 10th. 

“We didn’t fair so well,” 
continued Grissom. “We are 
ranked near the bottom, 164 
out of 169.” He mentioned 
that similar size districts have 
faired better. The number two 
and five in the state are close 
to the size of Fulton County. 

Currently Fulton County 
is spending $12,204 (in 2011 
by the Bluegrass Institute) 
per student and their ACT test 
score average is 15.9. (The state 
average is 18.8.) Grissom also 
pointed out that a few years ago 
Fulton County was among the 


highest in the state spending 
money per pupil, but still 
among the lowest in test scores. 

He cited similar size 
districts, ones close to Fulton 
County, and some with the 
same type of socioeconomic 
disadvantages faired well. 

Other board members and 
Superintendent Dennis Bledsoe 
mentioned the fact that Fulton 
County receives a lot of grants 
and those grant dollars can 
only be spent on certain items. 

Grissom still feels the district 
is missing something in the 
equation of turning dollars 
spent into higher test scores. 

What is it that other 
districts are spending their 
money on that Fulton

Low river levels still affecting Riverport

The barge report for the 
Hickman-Fulton County 

Riverport Authority (HFCRA) 
is showing an increase during 
the current fiscal year, which 
began July 1, through the end of 
August. “All things considered 
we had a good month in 
August,” stated Assistant Port 
Director Amy Williamson on 
Tuesday evening, Sept. 25. 
“Even after we factor in some 
additional expenses we don’t 
normally have.” 


She also informed board 
members Chairman Fynn Major, 
newly appointed Vice Chairman 
Mike Taylor, Secretary David 
Fattus and board members Gene 
McCollum and Monroe Bellew 
that next month (September) 
they might not be as fortunate. 
Some of the board felt this could 
partially be due to the current 
spread being paid out by grain 
companies. It was reported that 
some are about 70 cents higher 
than others. 

Another factor contributing 
to the possible decrease in 


business is the current river 
level. Some parts of the river are 
still shut down, making it more 
economical to ship commodities 
by rail instead of by barge. 

“Everyone has struggled this 
year,” stated Port Director Greg 
Curlin. “It was a little late, but 
we did get the harbor dredged. 
Now we just need to make sure 
we have funds to dredge every 
year.”

“In the Spring of 1948 about 
165 of these seedling pecans 
were top-grafted, using grafting 
wood of the hardy northern 
varieties. About 100 other 
trees were top-grafted in 1949 
and plans are already made 
for finishing the field by top¬ 
working 150 more trees this 
spring of 1951. 

“The underbrush and sprouts 
have been cleared from this 
30-acre field, leaving the top- 
grafted pecan trees scattered 
over the area, 35 to 65 feet apart. 
The growth from the grafted 
trees ranges from 4 feet to as 
much as 8 feet. Half a dozen of 
the top-grafted trees produced a 
few nuts in 1950 and in a few 
years will be producing good

crops of fine nuts. A number of 
other farmers of the Hickman 
area have started a similar top¬ 
grafting program of their native 
seedling trees.” 

In 1957 a stone was erected 
honoring Roscoe Stone and 
is still located on the Black’s 
pecan grove. The stone states 
“Farmer. Past President 
Kentucky Farm Bureau and 
Civic Leader. His vision and 
far sightedness initiated the 
improved pecan program in 
1948 by top-grafting native 
seedling pecans. This program 
developed by the Kentucky 
Agricultural Extension Service. 
Erected 1957 and donated by 
Kentucky Farm Bureau.” 

Anyone interested in planting 
pecans on their property and 
would like to implement top¬ 
grafting should contact Black. “I 
will provide the grafting top for 
anyone who would like to plant 
pecan trees on their property,” 
he said. “I think it is important 
for as many people as possible 
to plant pecan trees. In a matter 
of a short time, you will reap the 
benefits.” 

Black is predicting that this 
year’s pecan crop will be ready 
approximately three weeks 
earlier than usually. “The hot, 
dry weather has benefited the 
pecans,” he said. “They are 
usually ready for harvest in 
November, but I am looking for 
them to be ready some time in 
October. 


FSA guaranteed loan program 
update and increased loan limits 


USDA Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) State Executive Director 
John W. McCauley, announced 
that guaranteed farm ownership 
loan funds for Fiscal Year 2012 
have been exhausted. Farmers 
and ranchers in Kentucky 
received $59,736, 321.00 

million in guaranteed loans 
through August 31, 2012. 

“Fiscal Year 2013 begins 
on October 1, 2012, and we 
anticipate that guaranteed 
farm ownership funds will be 
available in early October,” said 
McCauley. 

FSA guaranteed loans allow 
lenders to provide agricultural 
credit to farmers who do not meet 
the lender’s normal underwriting 
criteria. Farmers and ranchers 
apply for a guaranteed loan 
through a commercial lender, 


and the lender arranges for the 
guarantee. FSA can guarantee 
up to 95 percent of the loss of 
principal and interest on a loan. 
Guaranteed loans can be used 
for both farm ownership and 
operating purposes. 

According to McCauley, 
the guaranteed loan limit will 
increase to $1,302,000 starting 
on October 1, 2012. The 

current guaranteed loan limit is 
$1,214,000. 

“FSA is committed to 
providing credit through 
guaranteed and direct loans to 
eligible farmers and ranchers 
who need capital to continue 
or start their agricultural 
operation,” said McCauley.

Smith joins WKRCA board, 
attends meeting at USEC 


Leaders from area businesses, 
industry and educational 
outlets form the West Kentucky 
Regional Chamber Alliance 
(WKRCA). This alliance is 
meant to be a catalyst for 
uniting regional leadership 
and resources to be one strong 
voice. 

WKRCA members from 
Fulton, Hickman, Carlisle, 
Ballard, McCracken, Graves, 
Marshall, Calloway, Livingston, 
Crittenden, Lyon, Caldwell, 
Trigg and Christian counties are 
united regionally to advocate 
with that one voice to improve 
economic opportunities and to 
create a climate of sustainable 
growth and success while 
building a stronger community. 

On Friday, Sept. 28 the 
members, including new member 
Charlotte Smith representing 
both Fulton and Hickman 
counties, met at USEC, Inc., in 
Paducah, Ky. Smith was invited 
to join the board by Keith Akin, 
of Hickman County, and Bruce 
Akin, of Carlisle County. Bruce 
currently serves as the board’s 
chair. 

Keynote speakers during the 
Friday morning meeting were 
Jim Lewis, General Manager, 
USEC, and Bill Murphie, 
Manager, Department of Energy 
Portsmouth - Paducah Project 
Office. Also in attendance 
were State Representative Will 
Coursey and State Senator Bob 
Leeper. 

During the meeting committee 
reports were given by the 


executive committee, finance 
and administration, advocacy, 
and marketing. 

The completion of 1-69 was 
one of the priority projects of 
WKRCA. It now links seven 
states encompassing more than 
2,700 miles. It is estimated it 
will bring a $1.63 return for 
every $1 invested. 

With the completion of I- 
69 the Kentucky six-year road 
plan has been revised to include 
a dozen 1-69 related projects 
worth more than $100 million. 

Twenty-six Chambers of 
Commerce from Henderson 
to Fulton are advocating 1-69 
with WKRCA along with the 
C-LINK (Chamber Leadership 
Initiatives for Northwestern 
Kentucky). 

Other priorities projects of 
the WKRCA involve the inland 
waterways, which includes the 
Inland Marine Transportation 
System (IMTS), Kentucky 
Lock and Dam, and area 
Riverport improvements. By 
the year 2020, the Kentucky- 
Barkley system anticipates 52- 
54 million tons annually. This 
could significantly increase as 
a result of the Panama Canal 
improvements, which will allow 
Super-Panamax ships through 
the canal in 2014 or 2015. 

Realizing that nuclear power 
must be included in the search 
for efficient reliable energy, 
WKRCA has focused attention

vehicle to have left the 
roadway other than speed.” 
Bledsoe, Winters, and Buchanan 


were not wearing their seat belts 
at the time of the accident. 
“Alcohol is believed to be 


involved in the incident,” added 
Sheriff Hopper, “when the 
three were traveling from the 


Tiptonville, Tenn., area toward 
Hickman.” 

Sheriff Hopper and Amberg 
worked the scene for 
approximately two and a half 
hours. Assisting at the scene 
were the Fulton County Rescue 
Squad, Tri-Cities Ambulance 
and the Hickman Police 
Department, who arrived on the 
scene first. 

The investigation is ongoing 
pending results from the 
autopsy.

Don’t be a victim of senior 
scam tricks! Senior scam 
victims in the United States 
hand over at least $2.6 billion to 
crooks every year, according to 
recent newspaper reports, with 
as many as one in every five 
seniors losing money! Although 
today’s seniors may be mentally 
sharper than ever, they still 
make a prime target for con 
artists because they generally 
have more disposable income 
- cash nest eggs they don’t need 
for any specific purpose- and 
because they’re usually more 
trusting. However, it’s also 
true that longer life expectancy 
means a growing generation of 
vulnerable elders in their 80s 
and 90s who live alone, suffer 
from memory loss or simply 
become confused or frightened 
by smooth-talking scammers! 
The following are two of the 
most common scams that the 
FBI investigates and tips to 
help prevent you from being 
victimized: 

• Advance Fee Schemes: 
An advance fee scheme occurs 
when the victim pays money 
to someone in anticipation of 
receiving something of greater 
value - such as a loan, contract, 
investment, or gift - and then 
receives little or nothing in 
return. The variety of advance 
fee schemes is limited only 
by the imagination of the 
con artists who offer them. 
They may involve the sale of 
products or services, lottery 
winnings, “found money,” or 
many other “opportunities.” If 
the offer of an “opportunity” 
appears too good to be true, it 
probably is. Follow common 
business practice. For example, 
legitimate business is rare 
conducted in cash on a street 
corner. Be wary of businesses 
that operate out of post office 
boxes and do not have a street 
address. Be suspicious when 
dealing with persons who do not 
have a direct telephone line. 

• Health Care Fraud or 
Health Insurance Fraud: Be 
wary of the following: Medical 


Equipment Fraud - Equipment 
manufacturers offer “free” 
products to individuals. 
Insurers are then charged for 
products that were not needed 
and/or may not have been 
delivered; u Rolling Lab” 
Schemes - Unnecessary and 
sometimes fake tests are given 
to individuals at health clubs, 
retirement homes, or shopping 
malls and billed to insurance 
companies or Medicare; 
Services Not Performed - 
Customers or providers bill 
insurers for services never 
rendered by changing bills or 
submitting fake ones. 

• Medicare Fraud: Medicare 
fraud can take the form of any 
of the health insurance frauds 
described above. Seniors are 
frequent targets of Medicare 
schemes, especially by medical 
equipment manufacturers who 
offer seniors free medial product 
in exchange for their Medicare 
numbers. Because a physician 
has to sign a form certifying 
that equipment or testing is 
needed before Medicare pays 
for it, con artists fake signatures 
or bribe corrupt doctors to sign 
the forms. Tips for avoiding 
this fraud: Never sign blank 
insurance claim forms. Never 
give blanket authorization to 
a medical provided to bill for 
services rendered. Ask your 
medical providers what they 
will charge and what you will 
be expected to pay out-of- 
pocket. Carefully review your 
insurer’s explanation of the 
benefits statement. Do not do 
business with door-to-door 
or telephone salespeople who 
tell you that service are free. 
Give your insurance/Medicare 
identification only to those who 
have provided you with medical 
services. Keep accurate records 
of all health care appointments. 
Know if your physician ordered 
equipment for you.

Producers urged not to plant wheat early 
as fall armyworm surge continues

Corn harvest is nearly 
completed in western Kentucky 
and soybeans are maturing 
rapidly. With those jobs 
certainly ahead of schedule, 
many producers are considering 


planting wheat a little earlier 
than normal this year. However, 
there are always some inherent 
problems with early planting 
of small grains and this year 
we have a couple of additional 
pitfalls. 

The average planting date for 
wheat in Kentucky is October 
10 through 30. Planting before

this date increases the chance of 
insect and disease pressure and 
it can also lead to excessive fall 
growth and a greater increase 
of winter kill. Another factor to 
consider this year is an excess 
of leftover nitrogen from the 
poor corn crop. Given adequate 
moisture, wheat growth rates 
could be tremendous if planted 
early and given access to all of 
these leftover nutrients. 

Of course, all of these 
assumptions are based on 
average weather conditions 
for our area. It appears that we 
are, again, ahead of schedule 
in 2012 and our potential for 
an early fall is favorable which 
could negatively affect a wheat 
crop planted at regular time. 
Also, there’s an old adage that 
says when it starts raining in 
the fall, it may never get dry 
enough to plant a wheat crop. 
No one really knows except our 
Maker, and the weather man 
is actually giving us an equal 
chance of above normal rainfall 
and below normal rainfall this 
autumn. We’ll see. 

Farmers in western KY are 
accustomed to planting wheat 
after October 10 because that is 
the fly free date. The fly is the

Nuclear 
power plants would generate 
additional revenue for state 
and local governments if the 
moritorium on construction of 
nuclear projects was lifted.

The WKRCA will participate 
in the Regional Trade Show 
on Thursday, Oct. 18 from 2 
to 7 p.m. at the Paducah Expo 
Center. 

Georgann Lookofsky, Public 
Affairs Manager for USEC ended 
the day with a tour of the facility, 
which will soon be celebrating 
60 years in existence. USEC Inc., 
through its subsidiary, United 
States Enrichment Corporation, 
operates the only U.S.-owned 
uranium enrichment facility in 
the United States: a gaseous 
diffusion plant. 

The Paducah plant began 
production of enriched uranium 
in 1952 and operated almost 
exclusively for national defense 
purposes until the 1960s. The 
plant has a fenced area of about 
750 acres, 74 of which contain 
process buildings under roof that 
include nearly 1,800 enrichment 
stages. 


Currently the plant, which 
employs nearly 1,200 workers, 
is responsible for producing 
material equivalent to 17,698 
nuclear warheads downblending 
it into LEU - enough to power 
the entire country for more than a 
year (as of December 31, 2011). 
The current program with DOE 
will expire in 2013, process 
re-enrichment of the depleted 


uranium tails. 

With the contract ending in 
2013, the impact on the local 
economy will be significant. 
“We need one good idea to know 
what to do with the plant,” stated 
Murphie. “We did host a trade 
show about a month ago seeking 
ideas.” 

Until that idea is found, the 
plant will eventually begin 


transitioning into a shut down 
phase after being a mainstay, 
responsible for thousands of jobs 
since construction began on the 
facility in 1950. Community 
leaders, like members of the 
WKRCA, are encouraged to 
come up with innovative ideas 
to keep the plant thriving in the 
community, even if it means 
operating in a different capacity.

The Fulton County Pilots golf 
team completed their season on 
the links last week at the First 
Region Tournament in Paducah, 
with the future continuing to 
have a very bright look.

Mr. Bledsoe stated that the 
Bluegrass Institute figures seem 
high. Mr. Bledsoe reported that 
during the 2011 school year 
the district averaged $10,850 
as reported by the Kentucky 
Department of Education in the 
District Report Card and that 
the state average for 2011 was 
$10,864, figures are not complete 
for the 2012 school year. Ms Julie 
Vowel provided the Board with a 
eight year comparison of district 
and state spending per student. 

Mr. Bledsoe stated that he 
was proud of the fact the district 
and school administrators have 
gone after grants to bring extra 
funding into the district. Most 
grant funds are categorical funds 
and can only be spent on items as 
directed by grant regulations. Mr. 
Bledsoe sited one example, the 
“21 st Century Program.” The 21 st 
Century Grant brings in about 
$150,000 dollars but can only be 
used for after school programs. 
“We cannot spend the money for 
extra teachers during the school 
day. Once the grant time period 
is complete, the dollar amount 
per student will drop. The central 
office will contact the Bluegrass 
Institute to confirm where their 
information source for dollars 
per student originate,” he said. 

“A dollar is a dollar and the 


intent of that dollar that we get in 
grant form or tax form or whatever 
is used to better the education of 
a child,” noted Grissom. “We 
are spending it and it doesn’t 
matter where it came from and 
if we get more grants that is just 
more money we can use, but it’s 
a clear indicator money and test 
scores are not remotely related.” 

Grissom felt that the study 
shows money isn’t a driving 
factor and the district needs to 
look at this as an eye-opener so 
they can see what other districts 
are doing to improve ACT scores. 

Mr. Bledsoe and Ms. Tracy 
Lamb both confirmed that Fulton 
County High School Junior ACT 
test scores are low. Ms. Lamb 
reported that we can do better. 
Mrs. Ellen Murphy reported that 
the scores this year should reflect 
the new interest that has developed 
at Fulton County High School 
with our student’s increased 
interest in taking college classes 
before high school graduation. 
All eleventh grade students 
are required to take the ACT 
regardless of college interest. 

At the last board meeting 
September 20, Mr. Bledsoe 
reported that the SBDM 
committees would be meeting 
with the board once the state 
releases the new KYPREP scores. 
At that time Mr. Bledsoe also 
reported the ACT scores and also 


noted that the senior ACT scores 
are more in-line with the ACT 
benchmarks. The state has pushed 
back the release of scores until 
sometime in mid to late October. 

The school board seat in District 
One, which is currently held by 
Melanie Atwill, will be open on 
January 1, 2013. No one filled to 
run for the seat in the upcoming 
November election. (See related 
article on page 8.) Someone will 
be appointed to fill that seat. 

Athletic Director Vito 
Spadafino detailed the new 
weekly grade check procedure for 
athletes for board. On Mondays 
Spadafino informs coaches and 
principals who has at least two 
failing grades. He then makes 
contact with the students and 
lets them know they need to 
bring the grades up in order to 
return to their athletic team. 

The new system seems to be 
working. “More students are 
taking the initiative to bring 
up their grades and less are 
slipping through the cracks,” 
said Spadafino. “Our rules 
are more strict than the state 
and coaches have the ability 
to make it even tougher.” 

Many good news items were 
shared including Ricky Bagely,

Pilots begin district play, fall to Panthers

District play for the Fulton 
County Pilots began on Friday 
night, Sept. 28 at Sanger Field. 
The Pilots hosted the Russellville 
Panthers, one of three teams the 
Pilots will face in their district 
over the next few weeks. The 
Pilots fought valiantly but fell 
to their district foe 20 to 65. 

A muffed catch on the Pilots 
first possession of the game 
seem to set the tone for the night. 
Already down by seven with 
6:33 to go in the first quarter, 
Pilots Brandon Wilson, #19, 
had trouble with the kick as rain 
earlier in the day and the autumn 
air made the ball slippery. The 
Panthers recovered the ball and 
found their way into the end 
zone for the second time with 
less than a minute ticked off the 
clock. 

The Pilots speedster 
Damontrell Pierce, #4, had 
a nifty run called back on a 
holding penalty when he took 
the kick off up field. On the 
next play Pierce gained a first 
down to the 33-yard line. The 
Pilots moved the chains again 
when Damian Roach, #10, 
connected with Pierce for their 


first completion of the night. 

With 3:44 to go in the opening 
quarter, Pierce kept the ball 
moving up field with another 
big run from the Pilots 46-yard 
line to the Panthers 17. 

On a first down play, Roach 
and Pierce hooked up again, this 
time for a touchdown on a 17- 
yard pass with 3:36 left in the 
quarter. 

After a Panther timeout the 
Pilots converted the two-point 
conversion with a pass from 
Roach to Quay von Sanders, 
#34. 

Aaron King, #33, for the 
Pilots, kick rolled all the way 
to the Panther 9-yard line. 
Roach, now on defense, made 
a touchdown saving tackle at 
the 27-yard line, keeping the 
Panthers out of the end zone. 

A penalty a couple of plays 
later would keep the Panthers 
out of the end zone with 1:42 to 
go in the quarter. An incomplete 
pass would set up another 
running play for the Panthers, 
but they would come up short. 

On 4th and 6 it looked like 
the Pilots would get a stop, but 
an offsides penalty against the 
home team would set up 4th and 
1 for the visitors. The Panthers 


would find the end zone on the 
next play with a minute left in 
the quarter. 

The second quarter would be 
tough on the Pilots’ defense who 
gave up 29 unanswered points.

Using our past to control our future regarding animal control 


We all have stories of close 
animal encounters around our 
homes such as coons in the attic, 
skunks under the house, deer in 
our garden, beaver tearing up 
our fields and streams, etc. Mi- 
cah Seavers, of Seavers Beavers 
and More Wildlife Removal has 
plenty. He is also concerned how 
a change in lifestyle is affecting 
those animal encounters. 

“These problems are growing 
more and more as people begin 
to leave the country lifestyle 
behind to adopt a more modern 
lifestyle,” he said. “Less people 
are hunting and fishing and 
more are playing video games, 


Facebook, and doing other non¬ 
wildlife related things.” 

Seavers believes the popula¬ 
tions of animals are going un¬ 
checked. “Everyone has sat and 
heard a story from a grandparent 
or parent or maybe has their own 
stories of hunting and sitting in 
the bitter cold all day to kill that 
deer or trapping a stream catch¬ 
ing coons, mink, and beaver,” 
added Seavers. “These are all 
things fading out and being for¬ 
gotten.” 

“The fundamentals of hunt¬ 
ing and trapping and the need 
for them are being trampled by 
animal rights and so called do 


gooders,” he further believes. 
“As people leave this knowl¬ 
edge behind nature takes over. 
Nature’s way tends to be cruel. 
Things like starvation, distem¬ 
per, and the mange will do the 
job that humans haven’t done.” 

“We find these animals mov¬ 
ing in closer to us then they have 
to be controlled as a nuisance,” 
explained Seavers. “Teach¬ 
ing and learning how to man¬ 
age wildlife by proper wildlife 
removal means can be a great 
tool in this fight with nature. To 
do this, might mean that those 
who once did these things, need 
to dust off those boots and take 


a kid to the woods. Or parents 
simply shouldn’t be afraid of al¬ 
lowing someone to teach them 
or their children the art of shoot¬ 
ing, archery, or trapping. All 
these dying arts are something 
that will help keep kids out of 
trouble and will help balance 
animal populations.” 

Seavers hosted a free trapping 
class at his shop at 6531 St. Rt. 
94 West, Water Valley, Ky., on 
Monday, Oct. 1 and Tuesday, 
Oct. 2.

Hessian Fly, and it is a perennial 
pest of small grains planted 
too early. Also, wheat planted 
early is more susceptible to 
aphid populations which lead to 
Barley Yellow Dwarf Virus in 
the spring. And, there’s another 
pest that we are encountering 
this fall that could have dramatic 
impacts on an early planted 
wheat crop: fall armyworm. 

Thus far, the impact of fall 
armyworm has only been felt by 
a few unlucky homeowners and 
those livestock farmers whose 
pasture and hay fields have been 
invaded by this pest. However, 
as I was travelling from Clinton 
to Mayfield over the weekend, 
I saw several fields along the 
highway that appeared to have 
newly emerged wheat in them 
about 4 inches tall. I sincerely 
hope that was not the case. If it 
was wheat and I’m the farmer 
that had planted it, I’d be making 
very regular scouting trips out 
into that field to determine if 
the fall armyworms had found 
it. The same scenario goes for 
newly planted pastures, hay 
fields and lawns. 

From every indication that we 
have, this is probably only be the 
beginning of the fall armyworm 
epidemic because moth 
numbers continue to increase... 
more moths equal more eggs 
which hatch into more worms. 
Producers and homeowners 
with newly planted grasses 
must be diligent in protecting 
their seedlings or risk having to 
replant. And, if there’s ever been 
a year where you didn’t want 
plant wheat early, this certainly 
appears to be it!

Unfortunately, postponing the 
MRVFCA meeting by one week 
this year had it falling at the 
same time of a no vote because 
of a Jewish holiday. “Most of 
the congressional leaders were 
not in Washington when we 
were there,” stated Curlin. “We 
saw aids and I want to speak 
with Senator Rand Paul, Senator 
Mitch McConnell and Cong. Ed 
Whitfield face to face.” 

Curlin did add that there are 
some positive things going on in 
the ways of harbors and trying 
to find funds for dredging. “It 
still continues to be a main issue 
talked about by congressional 
leaders in Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Tennessee and other states 
along the Mississippi,” he said. 
“That is helping us achieve our 
ultimate goal.” 

A harbor maintenance trust 


fund, which has been in place 
for several years, but is being 
used to fund others projects not 
related to harbor maintenance is 
another issue being addressed 
by congressional leaders. “I will 
continue to watch it and we will 
see where that goes,” continued 
Curlin. 

With the closing of Gannon’s 
Hardware on September 28, the 
Port and other businesses in 
Hickman are still looking for a 
new way to purchase hardware 
items they sometimes need on 
a daily basis. One avenue they 
might look into, offered by 
Fastenal, is a vending machine. 
The machine dispenses many 
commonly used items and you 
only pay for them as you take 
them from the machine. 

With no further items on the 
agenda, the board moved into 
closed session at 7:48 p.m. to 
discuss a business proposal and 
property acquisition. The board 
is scheduled to meet again in 
regular session on Tuesday, Oct. 
23 at 7 p.m.
